The wholesale execution 
sheep-stealers, forgets, colners, 
shoplifters and other com- 
paratively minor offenders start- 
od with the revival of capital 
punishment In the Middle Ages. 
It had fallen inlo disuse in the 
ith centwey, 


By the middle of the 16th 
century, executions had 
reached a peak and an average 
of 560 persons met their death 
annually al Tyburn, London, 
near the present Marble Arch. 
The. first recorded execution 
took place there in 1196. 


Originally the gallows were 
portable, but in 1571 was in- 
stalled the “Tyburn tree," a 
permanent triangular gallows, 
The very day it wos pul up, a 
record 24 pcople were hanged. 


Then far two centuries hang- 
respite. 
But no hangman worked harder 
than William Caleratt, who 
did nearly all.London’s hang- 
ing from 1828 to 1871 at New- 
gate, which. became the site for 
executions “in 1759. From the 
time of James I, when a certain 
Gregory Brandon was London's 
public executioner, hangmen 
have been given the nickname 
“Gregory.” 1 “

Deallng with the evidence of 
cash payments made into 
Verma's bok account, the 
Solicitor-Generul sald he agreed 
that the prejudicial effect of 
this ogainst the appellant might 
be ereat, 


Little Value 


He did not think, Mr Hooton 
sald, that this evidence would 
help much as regards 
carge of possession and was of 
little value. ‘ 

Regnrding evidence of Ver- 
mu's office tt 305 Hing Fat 
House having been used from 
lime to time by other Indians, 
Mr Hooton said this evidence 
did.not amount to very much 
one way or the other. 

He pointed out that the tes« 
{imony of Verma's employees on 
this point was rother vague. 
But the visits of certain specific 
persons appeared to have taken 
place between December last 
year tnd Chinese New Year— 
February 18 this year. 

There was no evidence of 
any specific visit by any of 
those’ persons after that time. 


No Evidence. _ 


Mr Hooton sald that if Verma
